MORE TRADE FOR ITALY 

ROME (AP)—Informed sources 
said today the Allies’ decision to 
seize German exports and the 
tight patrol off Gibraltar and 
France's European and* African 
coasts would terminate use of 
Italian ships to carry German 
exports to South America. 

Italy's Foreign Minister, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, yesterday called 
the attention of the French and 
British envoys in Rome lo conse.

AMSTERDAM (CP-Havas) —

They 
are making a union because they 
are lost if they do not. and per¬ 
haps they will perpetuate and en¬ 
large that union because in no 
other way can life be made toler¬ 
able for themselves and their 
children.

ARE WE A DOMINION? 

To the Editor:—The item from 
the Christian Science Monitor 
headed "The Paalm of Canada* 
repeats the old fabl* about tha 
name of our country having been 
adopted on the auggeatlon of Sir 
Leonard Tilley after he had read 
In the 72nd Psalm, "Ha shall have 
dominion also from act to sea. 
and from the river to the end* of 
the earth.” 

The Item, In the Monitor aay* 
“Behind the title The Dominion 
of Canada' there Ilea a beautiful 
significance,” but the significance 
it absent entirely aa thla phrase 
was not adopted. Section 3 of the 
British North Amrrica Act states 
that “the Provinces of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
*ha(l form and be one Dominion 
under the name of Canada: and 
. . . these three provinces shall 
form and be one Dominion under 
that name accordingly.” The 
wordt. then, "The Dominion or 
are not a part of the name, but It 
la “Canada” only. The word "do¬ 
minion” la used in the act in the 
tense of colony, plantation or pos¬ 
session. all of which were In com¬ 
mon usage. The word "dominion* 
may be seen In the 37th article 
of the Anglican Article* of Re¬ 
ligion of 1571, or almost 300 year? 
before Sir Leonard la supposed to 
have suggested It. 

As Canada la no longer a -col¬ 
ony, a possession.'nor a planta¬ 
tion. the word "dominion" should 
be dropped and our country given 
its proper name.

Faith in the soil of the western 
prairies has been amply justified 
I and rewarded this year by bounti¬ 
ful crops. The years of the 
drought period were discourag¬ 
ing. yet a great many farmers 
stuck to their holdings, convinced 
that the west would “come back.” 
And It did come back, with thresh¬ 
ing returns exceeding the high 
estimates of yields made by stat¬ 
isticians. 

Some farmers became discour¬ 
aged after repeated crop failures, 
soil drifting, grasshoppers and 
failing markets had wiped them 
out financially. They gave up. 
Some relumed to the land with 
faith restored and are carrying on 
as vigorously as ever and with 
greater success. 

In the latter category is John 
Main, -a .wheat grower -on the 
western prairies. His experience, 
as fold by himself—how a remark 
of a man he met caused him to 
forsake the bread line and return 
to (he land with new faith—la 
graphically described' by Henry 
NcNlcol. special correspondent of 
[the Scotsman, Edinburgh, who 
was recently . in Victoria as a 
1 member of the Scottish teatp 
bound for Hollywood. 

John Main is described by the 
Scottish writer as a farmer with 
convictions, whose farming aims 
to restore the true place of agri¬ 
culture in the structure of the 
nation. Mr. Main says that a 
healthy nation loves the land and 
lives on It. 

But he didn't always think so. 
Six years ago he gave up farm¬ 
ing. discouraged and ruined fi¬ 
nancially by successive years of 
grasshoppers, drought and poor 
markets. He went into the town 
looking in vain for a Job and find- 
in* a place only in the bread line. 


every man.” He says, T tried this 
listening to God, and it worekd." 

For the first time in yean this 
young farmer knew where he was 
going. The new plan took him 
from one Job to another. In city 
and country, mostly as a tractor 
driver. 

BACK TO THE LAND 

Later, working ax a manager In 
a northwestern lumber mill, the 
call of the land came back to him. 

“I »aw," he says, “that la wasn't 
enough to make good for myself 
alone. So I went out among my 
people again, to enlist them and 
create a new agriculture. For I 
had seen that with Moral Re¬ 
armament the farmer would build 
solidly, not for next year alone, 
but for a thousand years, and 
would.glve the country that en¬ 
during solidity it needs." 

Today Mr. Main has a growing 
army of farmer* working with 
him. He led a party of them to 
the World Assembly for Moral 
Rearmament In California this 
summer. Eight leathery men of 
the land, they spoke over the air 
from San Francisco Exposition,

"Getting about In Tunbridge 
Wells," writes Mrs. Pape, "is 
quite a job on a cloudy night!

"On tyy Journey each evening 
back from Seaford, I sit in a 
pitch-black railway carriage. 
Reaching a station, one has to

•The shops an close at 6 o'clock, 
so even their dim light does not 
serve as a guide. At the school 
in Seaford, all the classrooms on 
the ground floor have been turned 
into dormitories. On the other 
hand, the rooms on the upper 
floors, which formerly were used 


as sleeping chambers, have been 
turned Into classrooms." 

Although the letter does not 
tell the reason for the change In 
sleeping quarters at the boarding 
school, it la quite plain.
